The Supreme Court of the United States, in 
the appeal of the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 


Neb., resisting a county tax levy on the property 
of the road, has decided that the tax- 
ing power of 8 State is independent 
of the Constitution of the United States, 
and that, as an attribute of sovereiguty, it may 
be exercised over all property and business 
within the boundaries of the State, except in 
so far as it may have been surrendered to the 
Federal Government. The County tax on the 
Union Pacific Railroad is therefore valid. Jus- 
tice Stroag delivered the majority opinion of 
the Court, but Justice Bradley filed a dissent- 
ing opinion, in which the tax of the Union Pa- 
cific Road is held tobe an unlawful interfer- 
ence with instramentalities created in this case 
by the General Government.

There has been a defalcation of 
public securities in the City of Pittsburgh. De- 
falcations in County Treasuries are distressingly 
numerous. And now comes the de/falcaiion in 
the Chicago City Treasury. 

Something must be done, and nothing else can 
be done but to count the money. The taking of 
bonds availe nothing to prevent defalcations. 
The sums placed in the care of Treasurers are 
frequently in excess of the amounts for which 
bonds can be given. The Treasurer of the 
Uaited States gives a bond for only half a mill- 
ion, while the sums held by him average over 
one hundred millions. Mr. Gage's official bond 
was for only one million, while the monthly 
balances show that he had $1,444,000 on the ist 
of September, and that the balance was oftener 
over than under the amount of his bond. There 
has been gross neglect everywhere in not sur- 
rounding the public funds with the safeguards 
which pradent business men would adopt for 
the mapagement of their private estates—the 
most important of which is to frequently Count 
the Money.

MODERN RAILWAY-BUILDING. 

In the report of the Committee on Railway 
Transportation of the New York Cheap 1 raos- 
portation Association, various defects and abuses 
of the railway system are pointed out and dis- 
cussed, and the Committee adopts a graphic 
sketch of the modern mode of building railways. 
The old-fashioned way was to have a survey 
and an estimate of the cost of construction aud 
equipment ; when thia was done, there came a 
subscription to the capital stock, which was 
cailed in by installments until at least two- 
thirds or more of th, work was completed, and 
the company had that much property actually 
built and paid for. Then mortgage was 
sued, and the amount of money necessary to 
complete and keep the road in running order 
was borrowed. The modern style is quite dif- 
ferent. A few men conclude to build a railroad 
withous the expenditure of a dollar. The first

In this way the road is 
finaily built from the proceeds of the 
municipal bonds obtained by frandu- 
lent representations, and the . construction 
bonds issued by the railroad company. There 
is then a meeting in which paid-up capital stock, 
equaling in amount the sum of the outstanding 
bonds, is issued and divided among the Directors 
directly, or given to them as the construction 
company ; extortionate rates for transportation 
of passengera and freights are levied on the 
people who use the road; “freight and min- 
ing companies are organized by the managers, 
and contracis made with them by which they 
shall have a monopoly of the profit of transpor- 
tation. If possible, an issue of second-mortgage _ 
bonds is made, and, when every dollar that can 
be robbed or squeezed out of the concern is 
exhausted, theu the Directors retire ; then the 
road is sold, and the old Directors buy it in for 
one-fourth of its indebteduess ; or, better still. 
lease it in perpetuity to some other company for 
a personal annuity, leaving bondholders to get 
their interest as they can, and the stockholde:s, 
especially the municipalities, without the least 
evidence of title in their property. 

This is the modern style of building railroads, 
and has, since 1868, been successfully carried 
out in all parts of the country. Little or no 
money is invested by those who undertake to 
build the roads. All the money coatributed is 
paid by the victims and dupes who are induced 
to parchase the bonds or stocks. For every dol- 
lar expended in the construction of the road, 
there are three to four dollars in bonds or stocks 
issued, and the surplus, after paying the actual 
cost of the road, is divided among the man- 
agers. In the recent investigation it was stated 
that there was but $30,000 stock subscribed to 
build a certain railroad 100 miles long, and that 
of this subscription only 10 per cent was ever 
paid. The men who paid this $3,000 were the 
same who were the Di-ectors,—including the 
President, Secretary, Treasurer, and other man- 
aging officers of the railroad company, and who 
were also interested in the other companies hav- 
ing contracts with the railroad company. These 
abuses, or, as they may wiih propriety be called, 
frauds, in the modern system of railways, are 


the producing causes of the inordinate and ua- | 


reasonable rates for transportation. 


MORE SWINDLING BONDS TO BE TESTED. 
Tue people of several towns in Logan County 
have determined to test the legality of the tax 
levied on them by the Auditor to pay the inter- 
est on certain railroad-aid bonds, under the law 
of 1869, known as the Tax-Stealing law. ‘The 
bonds upon which injunctions have been ob- 
tained were issued in aid of the Indianapolis, 
Bloomington & Westein Railroad. These bonds 
have been registered since last December, and 
we do not know their amount. Though regis- [ 
tered within the last year, they must have been 
voted before August, 1870. How many other 
bonds have been registered during the year 1873 
we will not know until after the annual report 
of the State Auditor is published. Prior to 
December, 1872, there had been local bonds 
issued in aid of this railroad by the follow- 
ing municipalities: McLean County, the Town 
of Empire, $74,700; the Town of West, $10,000. 
This railroad is the consolidation of the 
Indianapolis, Crawfordsville & Danville, and the 
Danville, Urbana, Bloomington 4 Pekin Rail- 
roads, both of these roads being united and 
under the new corporation known as the Indian- 
apolis, Bioomington & Western Railroad Com- 
pany. The road is 202 miles long. extending 
from Indianapolis to Pekin. The liabilities in 
1872 were, capital stock, $5,000,000 ; first-mort- 
gage 7 per cent gold bonds, $5,000,000 ; second- 
mortgage 8 per cent bonds, $1,200,000. Total, 
$11,200,000. Gross earnings in 1872, $1,133,000. 
There had been, however, ia 1872, registered 
a number of municipal bonds issued to that part 
of the now consolidated road, then known as the 
Danville, Urbana, Bioomington & Pekin Railroad.

All these bonds bear 10 per cent interest. In- 
cluding the $84,700 subscribed by the two towns 
in McLean County to the consolidated Company, 
and allowing $50,000 for the towns in Logan 
County, the total bond subscription is over $800,- 
000, all bearing 10 per cent interest. There is a 
general protest in the counties against paving 
these bonds, or any interest on them, and hence 
the people of the State can understand how deep- 
ly the boad-holders are interested in the recent 
levy by the State Auditor of over $1,100,000 tax 
upou the State at large to pay the principal. 

The Supreme Court has blotted out the bonds 
issued to the Ottawa, Oswego & Fox River Val- 
ley Railroad, and it is possible that the judicial 
proceedings taken in the case of the bonds is- 
sued to this road will ead in a like result; but in 
the meantime the Auditor is at work levying 
taxes in the unfortunate towns to pay the inter- 
est and on the State at large to pay the principal 
of the bonds. i

the tendency of iguorauce is downward; aud 
that because here and there an educated man 


‘commits crime this is no more an argument 


against education than the crime of a religious 
man is an argument agaiust religion. Education 
like religion is to be judged by its effects upou the 
masses, not upon individuals. We are to put ig- 
norant Asia aud Africa by the side of educated Eu- 
rope and America; ignorant Spain by the side of 
educated England; and so on, State by State, 
city by city, and even village by village, to see 
the effects of education. These elementary 
truths, however, which lie at the very basis of 
individual and national dignity, prosperity, and 
happiness would be thrown away upon a man 
who is narrow-minded by nature. Father Phelan 
has but one object in his life—the advancement 
of the Catholic religion, and. according to his 
narrow view, the Catholic religion can only pros- 
per and increase throngh the medium of igno- 
rüuce. This is the doctrine and the practice 
attributed to the Dark Ages, of which Father 
Phelan is a nineteenth century representative. 
If be had lived in those days, he would have 
been a bright and shining light; but the world 
has advanced s uce then, and the Church to 
which he belongs has advanced, and the rising 
generation of that Church is advanciog, by vir- 
tue of the very education which Father Phelan 
dreads so much. They are reading, and writing, 
and learning, and thinking for themselves, and 
preparing themselves to be better citizens, both 
socially, morally, and religiously. Meanwhile, 
Father Phelan, like Mrs. Partington trying to 
sweep the Atlantic out of her door, seeks, and 
will probably continue to seek, to stop the educa- 
tion of the people. If the effort were not so su- 
premely sully and harmless, it might cause some 
apprehension. He will have his little day of

The case of the alleged lunatic heiress, Maria 
Barto, is creating great excitement in Peuusyl- 
vania. In 1866, owe year after the death of her 
husband, she was declared a lunatic, and sent 
to the asylum. After remaining there some 
time, during which her fortune was placed in the 
hands of a committee, she was released and went 
to ve with her guardian. Two years ago, she 
became acquainted with a clergyman, the Rev. L.

This proceeding exasperated her friends, who 
thereupon entered a suit for divorce and ob- 
tained it, upon the ground that, being non 
compos mentis, she was not capable of contracting 
a valid marriage. The minister left the vicinity 
for atime, but subsequently managed to see her, 
and they were married over again. Her friends 
then went to work and carried her 
off, while he was temporarily absent, 
whereupon he brought suit to regain possession 
of her. This suit has just resulted in her being 
remanded to the asylum again. The discon- 
solate minister, therefore, after twice marrying 
his wife, hasn't got her or her fortune either, 
the latter feature probably being quite as melan- 
choly to him as the former, the fortune being a 
very large one.

The City of Pittsburgh is in a condition 
to sympathize with the City of Chicago, 
having just lost half a million dollars 
in water bonds. The simple facts are, 
that $223,000 in cash or ite equivalent and 
$254,000 of water-ldan bonds were deposited 
with the National Trust Company, instead of 
with the City Treasurer, as the law directs, by 
the Secretary of the Water Commission, and 
that the Cashier of this Company hyputhecated 
them for his friends on their notes, and that, so 
far as the city is concerned, the funds are gone. 
One result of all this has been the arrest of the 
Secretary for embezzlement, and of the Cashier 
and four of the Directors of the Company for 
conspiracy to defraud the city. The other re- 
sult is that the taxpayers have got to foot the 
bill. 


The rise and fall of Pithole City, in the centre 
of the Pennsylvania oil-regions, seems almost 
like a miracle. In three months after the first 
house was built it had two theatres, two news- 
papers, an opera-house, 75 hotele and 8a 
loons, one of the former costing $100,000, and a 
population of 25,000 people. Now, the Philadel- 
phia Telegraph says, the people have vanished, 
the theaties are closed, the newspapers re- 
moved, the oil-wells are dry, and the place is 
lapsing into its original desolation as rapidly as 
it was built up.

This Museum, which stands second to none in 
the world, America owes to Agassiz. Its estab- 
lishment was his owa ides, and it was intended 


by him asa payment of the debt of gratitude 
which his great simple heart felt he 


founder having spevt the inter val in greatly add - 
i.g to ita value—a generous bequest of $50,000 
from Francie C. Gray, of Boston, followed by a 

the following year from the State of 
$100,000, and by private subscriptions to the 
amount of $71,000, piaced Prof. Agassiz’s cher- 
ished plan of a Museum of Comparative Zoology 
on a sure financial basis. His object was stated 
in his address to the Legislature in 1859, in its 
behalf, to be to have a museum founded here 
which wil equal the great museums of the 
Old World. We have a continent before us for 
exploration which has as yet been only skimmed 
on the surface. My earnest desire has always 
been, and is now, to put our universities on a 
footing with those of Europe, or even ahead of 
them.” The Museum is but 14 years old, and 
has so well fulfilled the hopes and and plans of 
its founder that Prof. Tyndall said of it, aftera 
thorough examination: We have nothing like 
this in the Old World.” A scientific specialist, 
who was familiar with every similar institution 
abroad, said of the Cambridge Museum, that 
nowhere else bad he “seen so much original 
work done.” Everything is there done systemat- 
ically. As Prof. Agassiz himself has said. The 
time has passed when the value of a museum is 
to be measured by the number of its stuffed 
birds and empty shells.” And he has according- 
ly kept the institution fiom degenerating into a 
mere repository for dry bones. 

It has been objected to the organization of the 
Museum that it was too comprehensive, and cov- 
ered so wide a range that it would collapse when 
its founder was taken away. I: was in reply to 
these ocriticiams that Prof. Agassiz said, in 
reporting its condition for last year, The Mu- 
seum is now 80 o (vitalized asit were 
with the spirit of thought and connected work) 
that my presence or absence is of little impor- 
tance. It will keep on its course without any 
new or repeated stimulus beyond the necessary 
appropriations for its maintenance.” There 
could be no more. fitting monument erected to 
A,assiz’s memory than the perpetuation of the 
work he has so well and unselfishly begun, and 
it is to be hoped that, when the preseut resources 
of the Museum fail—which will be in about a 
year—means will be found to commemorate him 
by giving it a permanent endowment. 

Prof. Agassiz leaves unfinished a study which 
he had begun of the Echinoderms. He had 
purchased and added to his favorite Museum a 
very fine collection of these fossils, which had 
been made in Iowa, and is said to afford the 
best opportunity for classification that has ye, 
been obtained, His son, Alezander, has been 
particularly instructed by his father in this 
branch of natural history, and may continue the 


Prof. Agassiz and his associates on the voyage 
of the coast survey steamer Hassler, from Bos- 
ton to San Francisco, is another important un- 
dertaking that must forever remain unfinished 
au he would have done it. This collection was 
so large that more than 3,500 gallons of alcohol 
were required to preserve it. For many weeks, 
the attaches of the Museum have been 
preparing it for the inspection of their 
chief, who meant to have begun work 
on it early m the coming year, snd 
believed that it would be one of the greatest 
labors of his life. Its material was of immense 
scientific value. It covered in some respects the 
whole field of zoology, including the natural his- 
tory of mankind, that of marine mammalia,

pose he had made a fine collection of eggs; and 


still another was the preparation of a synthetic 
collection showing the affinities of animals. 
Besides these projects which were part of his 
work in connection with the Museum, Prof.
